Losses: You can deduct personal 
loss, such as damage to your house 
or possessions, including car, and 
shrubbery, from fire, floody storm, 


natural forces. You can deduct the 
fair market value of anything 
stolen, but not lost; also collision 
damage to your car, even if your 
own fault; but not if you were! 
“wilfully negligent.” 

Interest Charges: You can de- 
duct interest you pay on your mort- 
gage, and on debts, loans and in- 
stallment purchases including that 


part of the payments on a car 
which is the interest or credit} 
charge.
